home in death today for last 
sad rites in the capital of 
his empire, followed sorrow- 
fully afoot by his first 'born 
son, now Edward VIII, the 
new monarch of Great Brit- 
ain and her dominions. 
This morning his body lay in the 
tiny 
vine-enshrouded church 
of 
his Sandrlngham estate, where he 
died. 
This afternoon, brought over the 
hundred miles to London, it lay 
in state under the 500-year old 
arched wooden ceiling of West- 
minster Hall, where George's sub- 
jects, until Is^te Monday night, will 
be permitted to pass in silence to 
pay their last respects. 


On a warm, sunny day last May 
King George, smiling and buoy- 
antly happy at the outpouring of 
love and devotion from his sub- 
jects in celebration of his silver 
jubilee, drove with

tomatoes—between 1934 and 1935 
was from 30 to 50 per cent Camp- 
bell told the Canners' annual con- 
vention. In terms of doljars, he 
said, this jump amounts tj> "close 
to $100,000,000." The total 1*35 pack 
was 6,000,000,000 cans. 
" 


The rising consumption |pf can- 


ned goods reflected a return of na- 
tional confidence and a broadened 
purchasing power, the statistician 


"By the end of 1934, the canned 


goods shelves of grocers and job- 
bers were almost bare. The deal- 
ers had been buying from hand to 
mouth, ordering in small lots lor 
fear of having stock left standing 
on their hands. 


"With the opening of 1935, con- 
sumers regained confidence in the 
return of better times, and began 
to spend more freely. Employment 
increased, and the demand for can- 
ned goods followed." 
" The $100,000,000 boost in farm In- 
come last year was divided among

OLD NAZARETH THAT FAILED" 


Small Town's Greatest Citizen Arouses Anger 


Of Neighbors by Plain Truth—Jesus Goes 
Home to Declare His Mission.- 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


There are today men and wom- 


en in Paris and 
London 
and 


Cairo 
and 
Constantinople 
and 
Peking and Toldo who are home- 
sick for small towns and villages 
In America. All the pleasures and 
honors that the world's 
capitals 


may afford them are not. com- 
parable with the appreciation of 
the home town folks. 


Longing ana loyalty for Naza- 


reth, the town where He had 
spent His boyhood; the neigh- 
borhood of countless memories; 
the community which 
He 
had 


served as village carpenter; the 
one spot where every house, every 
tree, every family and every in- 
dividual was personally known— 
these were the lures that drew 
the footsteps of Jesus back to 
Nazareth. A deep and 
naturral 


human longing for the friendli- 
ness of the folk who knew Him 
best stirred in the heart of the 
Master. 


Nevertheless, as He crossed the 


hills that surround the town of 
Nazareth, with all His memories 
a-quiver, His heart was burdened 
with the consciousness that "No 
prophet is acceptable in his own 
country." It was for this reason 
a melancholy journey that Jesus 
made; and a lesser spirit would 
have shirked it. No sadder words 
may be found in the biography 
of our Lord than 
these which 


fairly drip agony. "He came unto 
His own, and His own received 
Him not." Long before the shadow 
of the cross fell upon Him, Jesus 
was a Man of Sorrows. 
The Man Who Was Misunderstood 


No time need be spent in char- 


acterizing the small-town spirit 
of the disdainful Nazarenes, who 
felt that Jesus could not possibly 
be. great, 
because 
they 
had 


known Him when He was a boy! 
The scene is easily pictured; as 
the old cronies -gathered at the 
khan, one said, "Why, He'« only 
ik carpenter; the 'yoke my oxen 
wear, and the plow they pull, were 
made by Him." Each took up the 
tale of the commonplaceness of 
Jesus. 


Kin to most men, and to all 


women, was Jesus in the 
fact 
that He was misunderstood. Ev- 
erybody 
is 
misunderstood 
at 
times; youth In sensitiveness suf- 
fer agonies of spirit because no- 
body seems to understand them. 


This' Ipnely-souledness of Christ 


never embittered Him. Nor did 
It lead Him to ask for special in- 
dulgence or pity. It only made 
Him more tender and sympathe- 
tic toward others; it 
wag 
the 


foundation of His qualifications 
as the perfect Friend. He under- 
stands, because He was misun- 
derstood. 


A Sabbath-Keeping Leader. 


If ever anybody had a right to 
«ay, 'Tm not going to church to- 
day; the service is stupid 
and 


Clow, and the minister hopeless- 
ly dry and commonplace," it was 
the Great Teacher Himself. He 
had nothing to learn from the 
dusty-brained ritualists and rab- 
bis of the synagogues; and His 
exquisite spirituality must fre- 
quently have been wrung by the 
barrenness of the service. Never- 
theless, we read in this Lesson 
that church-going 
was 
Christ's 


custom on the Sabbath Day. 
Whereat we pause, to regard 


cur own generation in the 
light 


of His practice 
and 
teaching. 


Church attendance is on the de- 
cline today. Sabbath 
observance 


to even more so. The 
Sunday 


question is a living and vital one 
that is almost being allowed to go 
by, default. The subject is to be 
entered upon without fanaticism; 
but with an open-minded desire 
to- find out what Is 
the 
truly 


Christian form of Sunday observ- 
ance. 


Talking To The Time*. 
Sometimes the reader's 
heart 
(airly leaps within him at some 
new evidence of the 
up-to-date- 
ne*s of Jesus. There It nothing 
In human experience like the way 
this Nazareth 
Carpenter 
leads 
the van of progress. He was not 
only bigger than His town and 
bigger than His times, but He 
•was also bigger than all 
times. 


After 
civilization's advance has 
reached its uttermost point, we 
find Jesus and 
His 
standards 
•tilt far ahead. 


During 
the 
past 
twenty-five 
years the Church has risen to a 
new plane of understanding of 
the social meanings of the Gos- 
pel; and, lo, with freshly-opened 
eyes, we see that 
the Magna 


Charta of this modern message is 
the address of Jesus in the Naza- 
reth Synagogue, and His quoted 
words from Isaiah: 


"The Spirit of the Lord is 


upon Me, because 
He 
hath 


anointed Me to preach 
the 


Gospel to the poor; He hath 
sent Me to heal the broken- 
hearted, to 
preach 
deliver- 


ance to the captives and re- 
covering of sight to the blind, 
to set at liberty them that 
are bruised, to preach the ac- 
ceptable year of the Lord."

That memorable day In Nazareth 
His text was startling; but more 
startling was the announcement

Answering the Incredulous and 


resentful looks of the congrega- 
tion, Jesus hurled at them the 
biting local proverbs; and, Infur- 
iating them still further, He con- 
veyed the idea, by Old Testament 
illustrations, that they were less 
discerning and less worthy than 
the heathen of old. 
That raised a riot. The excit- 


able Jews, with execrations and 
curses, rose up bodily and tried 
to lynch the radical who had thus 
sneered at their 
self-sufficiency 


and their complete orthodoxy. He 
had scored their littleness and 
their 
complacency; 
now 
they 


would make Him suffer. Old as 
humanity is this practice of an- 
swering unwelcome truth by vio- 
lence; if you don't like the ser- 
mon, 
squelch the preacher.'

something in the mein and look 
of Jesus before which even these 
outraged neighbors quailed, 
He 


passed through the midst of them, 
a symbol of the eternal might 
and triumph of righteousness and 
went His way; leaving His home- 
town branded as too small to per- 
ceive its opportunity.

NEW DEAL SEEKING 
CIRCUMVENT SUPREME 


COURT AM RULINGS 


HIGH FEDERAL OFFICIALS 
CONTINUE TO CRITICIZE THE 


JUDGMENT OF TRIBUNAL 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 
The new deal sped toward congress 
today a two-year, stop gap plan • to 
control 
agricultural 
production. 


Some administration . leaders, de- 
clining to be quoted by name, ex- 
pressed belief it would give the 
federal government broader power 
than under the invalidated AAA. 
As democratic legislators pre- 


pared to introdurfe the plan, today 
or tomorrow, new deal officials 
continued to deplore a ruling last 
Monday in which the supreme court 
ordered $200,000,000 of Impounded 
AAA taxes handed back to process- 
ors without delay. 
After Secretary Wallace challeng- 
ed this as unjust and Attorney 


General Cummings Indicated a be- 
lief that it might '.'seriously impair 
the functioning of the government," 
President Roosevelt comented on 
it late yesterday. 


He refrained- from criticism of 
the court, but intimated that the 
tribunal had .reversed a previous 
stand upholding the right of Con- 
gress to levy taxes without restraint 
from the courts. 


He referred to the Bailey vs. 
George case, decided some yeara 
ago. This involved the child labor 
law, in which congress tried to 
curb the employment of children by 
taxing products made by them and 
moved in interstate commerce. 


A North Carolina cotton 
mill 
sought an Injunction against the 
tax levy. 
Although the supreme 
court held the tax unconstitutional, 
It denied the injunction. Its stand 
was based in part on an 1887 low 
forbidding lower courts from en- 
joining collection of taxes.' 
The processing taxes involved 


In last Monday's ruling had been 
impounded after processors sought 
injunctions against the levy. The 
supreme court .held that they were 
not really taxes, but "exactions" im- 
posed as part of an unconstitution- 
al plan to regulate agriculture. 
Attorney 
General \ Cummings 
said: "If you once let loose the 


right of the lower courts ,to {enjoin 
the collection of federal taxe;s, yon 
stop the flow of federal taxes and 
seriously impair the functioning 
of the government." 


The new deal, was known to be- 
lieve that other, regulatory moves, 
like the Guffey Coal control act, 
might be. hampered. Already' low- 
er courts, have issued 72 injunctions 
restraining the collection of taxes 
levied on coal production. 


The new farm plan, to be Intro- 
duced as amendments to existing 
soil erosion legislation, is being of- 
fered by Senator Bankhead (D-Ala) 
and Rep. Jones (D-Tex), chairman 
of the house agriculture commit- 
tee. 


Both attended a White House 
conference yesterday. 
The aim is 
described'as land improvement and 
production adjustment through a 
system of subsidies to farmers who 
carry out a soil conservation pro- 
gram. 


Bankhead disclosed that his 'bill 


Involved an appropriation of $500.- 
100,000. When the question of rais- 
ing the money was brought up, ho 
said: "It's up to Henry Morgenthau 
(secretary of the treasury) to find 
:he money."

Western fruit jobbers convening 
here declared today the business 
of transporting fruits and veget- 
ables to market is the most excit- 
ng'in the world. 
Hear William L- Wagner, Chl: 
cago, secretary of the Jobbers 
Association, tell how spinach from 
Texas reaches a consumer's table 
n Cleveland: 


The Texas farmer' harvests his 
spinach. 
A shipper washes the 


plnach,.packs it in ice and starts 
a carload to Kansas City. 
"The shipper notifies his Kan- 
sas City representative to 
offer 


he spinach for sale immediately. 
While the spinach is on the way. 
the representative tries to sell It. 
The carload arrives. Kansas City 
appetites for spinach are a little 
jaded. No sale. 
"The carload must be kept mov- 


ing. After It Is reconditioned and 
re-iced (cost $5), the car Is sent 
to St. Louis. 'Keep trying,' wires 
the Texas shipper (a bear for 
punishment) 
"I'm 
sending you 
another car of spinach to offer 
for sale In Kansas City." 


"There is no sale In St. I/mis- 
The car is reconditioned and sent 
to Cleveland, where the spinach is 
finally sold. 


"By that time, there Is a short- 
age in Kansas City and spinach 
appetites have revived. The sec- 
ond car arrives and fresh spinach 
steams on Kansas City tables."

OF EDWARD VIII 


OATH OF ALLEGIANCE GIVEN 


AFTER 
NEW RULER 


FLIES TO LONDON 


(OopjrlifM. 1938. By AMOciated Preu.) 
LONDON, Jan. 21.—W 
-The British empire, with- 


out a queen and without a 
Prince of Wales, began to- 
night the swearing of al- 
legiance 
throughout 
the 


world to the new king, Ed- 
ward VIII. 
He succeeded to the throne au- 
tomatically last night with the 
death of his father, King George 
V.Today, after an airplane trip— 
the first by any British monarch 
—from his father's death chamber 
at Sandringham to London, the 
new king, former Prince of Wales, 
made the king's traditional dec- 
laration to the privy council. 
Afterward, 
the

lors swore their allegiance to the 
new king. Parliament assembled 
and both peers and commoners 
swore their oathg of allegiance. 
A farmer American, Lady As- 
tor, was the first woman member 
of parliament to take the oath.

BRINGS DOWNFALL OF 


LAVAL GOVERNMENT 


ONE OF MOST 
DIFFICULT 


CRISIS IN HISTORY FRANCE 


IS BELIEVED FACED

The government of Premier 
Laval went down today as 
he and his ministers resign- 
ed in the face of political 
dissensions. 


Laval had 
held 
office 


since June 7, 1935, 
a cpm- 


comparatively long time in rec'ent 
French history. It was the 100th 
government of the third republic 
to hold power and to be with- 
drawn.,.-" • . 
Tho 'immediate cause of Laval's 
overthrow was the withdrawal of 
support by radical-socialist party 
factions. 
It'climaxed a long political feud 
in which Edouard Herrlot, minis- 
ter of state, resigned as president 
of the radical-socialists and then 
withdrew his support from Laval. 
The whole cabinet met in ses- 
sion today with Laval. Resigna- 
tions were submitted to the pre- 
mier by Herriot, Joseph Paganon, 
minister of the interior: Georges 
Bonnet, 
minister 
of 
commerce; 
Henri Maupoll, minister of pen- 
sion's, and William Bertrand, min- 
ister of merchant marine. 
The session adjourned as a cab- 
inet meeting after 40 minutes of 
discussion and went to the Elysee 
Palace where the ministers recon- 
vened as a council of ministers 
under the presidency of President 
Lebrun.. 
Then the whole "save the franc 
cabinet" resigned. 
Political ob- 
servers believe the' situation to 
constitute one of- the most diffi- 
cult political crisis In the history 
of France; 
;' _ 
In all, three letters of resigna- 
tion were . submitted to Lebrun. 
Herriot and Louis Marin, another 
minister of state, explained their 
action In separate letters while 
the pest of. the cabinet signed a 
collective resignation. 
One of the reasons for the hos- 
tility of the political left wing to 
Laval was bis handling of the 
Italo-Ethloplan problem with what 
was described as vacillation be- 
tween Italy and Great Britain. 
Lebrun thanked the ministers 
for their services during their 
seven months and 15 days of of- 
fice and asked them to keep the 
government running until he can 
form a new cabinet. 
He Immediately began a search 
for a new premier with the pros- 
pect that Marcel Regnier. minis- 
ter of finance, might eventually 
be chosen to defend the franc 
against devaluation until the elec- 
tion of a new chamber of depu- 
ties In April or May.

PARIS, Jan. 22.—(/P).—The name 
of Minister of Finance Marcel 
Regnier was thrust Into the do- 
mestic political controversy today 
as a possible successor to Premier 
Pierre Laval. 
Laval's resignation together with 
that of seven radical socialist min- 
isters was expected momentarily, 
closing the seven-month regime 
of the 100th cabinet of the third 
republic.

Premier Edouard Daladier, foe of 
Laval, at the head of the radical 
socialists. 
Other radical socialist ministers 
who would leave the cabinet ar< 
Minister of Interior Joseph Paga- 
non, Minister of Commerce Geor- 
ges Bonnet, Minister of Pensions 
Henri Maupoil. Minister of Mer- 
chant Marine William Bertrand. 
Minister of Education Mario Rous- 
tan, and Regnier. 
Political circles, viewing the cer- 
tainty of the cabinet's downfall, 
regarded Regnier as more accept- 
able to the rightists than other 
members of his wing because of 
his strong advocacy of a stable 
currency.

DECLAIM KING 


CENTURIES-OLDCEREMONIES 
MARK ASCENSION THRONE 


OF GREAT EMPIRE

Before a great crowd outside 
historic St. James Palace, the me- 
dieval-clad Garter King; of Arms, 
Sir Gerald Woods Wollaston. step- 
ped to the balcony 
over the 
Friary Court. 


In a firm voice he proclaimed 
the 41-year-old Edward kin, em- 
peror and defender of the faith. 
Blasts from 
silver 
trumpet* 
rang out as Sir Gerald, a member 
of 
the 
Herald's 
College, 
pro- 
nounced the resounding wordi: 
"God save the king!" 
The throng stood silent, the bat- 
tery of St. James Park crashed 
out with the first of its salute of 
41 guns—one for each year of 
King Edward's life. 
The new ruler was seen to ap- 
pear momentarily at a tall window 
adjoining the crimson-hung bal- 
cony. Otherwise he took no part 
in the traditional ceremonies. 
The "faith and constant 
ebe- 
dience" of all 
his suWects were 
pledged to the new sovereign, con- 
firming 
his succession 
to the 
throne of his late father. the 70- 
year-old King George V. 
Wireless) Used in Cermony. 
The words of the centuries-old 
proclamation were carried through- 
out the nation and the empire, to 
the new king's 500,000.000 subjects 
throughout a quarter 
of the 
world. 


Wireless, the modern conqueror 


of space, was used for the first 
time in such a British royal cere- 
mony. 


The royal standard, which had 
not flown over Buckingham Palace 
since King George and 
Queen 


Mary left for Sandrlngham before 
Christmas, then was run up over 
the palace, a quarter of a mile 
down the Mall. The band struck 
up the national anthem. 
The Earl Marshal. His Grace, 
the Duke of Norfolk, and the Gar- 
ter King of Arms remained within 
St James Palace in attendance 
on King Edward, -who decided to 
to join the bereaved Queen Mother 
return to Sandrlngham late today 
Mary. 


The remainder of the 
official 
proclamation party, In five horse- 
drawn carriages accompanied by 
a contingent of lifeguards, drove 
off through Trafalgar Square in a 
stately procession to Charing Cross. 
There the proclamation was read 
a second time by the Windsor her- 
ald. Alfred Trego Butler. 


Down the Strand the procession 
then drove to the Temple Bar, an- 
cient boundary of the capital city, 
where a silken cord across the 
street marked the border of Lo 
don at the head of Fleet stret. 
The procession sought and gain- 
ed admission to the city, in ac- 
cordance with the "ancient usages 
and customs of the city of Lon- 
don." 
The proclamation was read 
there for the third time. 


Elaborate London Ritual. 


"Who 
comes there?" called the 
advance guard of the Lord Mayor 
of London. Silver trumpets sound- 
ed to meet the gllterlng cavalcade 
of heralds. 
"The officer of arms, who de- 
mands entrance to the city to 
proclaim the king," replied the 
pursuivants for the heralds. 
The silken cord dropped and the 
pursuivants advanced to meet the 
Lord Mayor crying, "The king Is 
dead! Long live the king!" 
The Lord Mayor joined the pro- 
cession of Ludgate Hill, around 
St. Paul's Cathedral, to the steps 
of the Royal Exchange, In the 
heart of London's business district. 
The London ceremony was com- 
pleted at that point with a fourth 
reading of the proclamation. 
The document also was read In 
the Dominions, in India, In North- 
ern Ireland, the colonies, the Isle 
of Man, Jersey and the various 
counties and municipal boroughs 
throughout the United Kingdom. 
The proclamation, drawn up by 
the privy council in St. James Pal- 
ace at the session yesterday where 
the new monarch took the oath of 
accession, declared:

our late sovereign and lord, King 
George V, of blessed and glorious 
memory, by whose decease the im- 
perial crown of Great Britain.

Lord Mayor, aldermen and citizens 
of London, do now hereby with 
voice and consent of tongue and 
heart, publish 'and proclaim that 
the high and mighty Prince Ed- 
ward Albert Christian George An- 
drew Patrick David 1« now, by the 
death of our late sovereign of hap- 
py memory, become our only law- 
ful rightful liege, Lord Edward 
the Eighth, by the Grace of God 
King of Great Britain, Ireland and 
the British Dominions Beyond the 
Seas, Defender of the Faith, Em- 
peror of India: , 
"To whom we do acknowledge 
all faith and constant obedience 
with all hearty and humble affec- 
tion, beseeching God, by whom 
kings and queens do reign, to 
bless the Royal Prince Edward 
Eighth with long and happy years 
to reign over us." 
Baldwin to Buckingham. 
Immediately after the St. Jamea 
ceremony. Prime Minister Stanley 
Baldwin proceeded to Buckingham 
Palace, as did Edward VIII, where 
the new king received the repre- 
sentative of the people's govrn- 
ment. 
Former Prime Minister Ramsay 
MacDonald, lord president of the 
council, presided at a cabinet meet- 
Ing at No. 10 Downing street, his- 
toric government headquarters, In 
the absence of Baldwin.

King Edward VIII—who 


until the fateful 
Monday 


just passed was Bi'itain's 
Prince of Wales—faces the 
most tremendous responsi- 
bility that has been thrust 
upon any ruler of 
history 


on assumption of a throne. 


In this 
comparatively 
young 
and untried king rests, more than 
in any other individual or group, 
the trust of perpetuating the Brit- 
ish empire. 


On him depends to a large de- 
gree the holding or the losing 
of the greatest heritage that ever 
has descended to a royal heir In 
the way of domains and peoples 
—a union of dominions which 
encompasses a quarter of the pop- 
ulation of the globe. 


This Is so because the British 
Monarch is now literally the only 
bond—barring sentiment or treat- 
ies—which holds the various do- 
minions together and to England. 
Thinking in terms of "empire" 
one is Inclined to overlook the 
fact that since the world war 
the dominions have been accord- 
ed the status of absolute sover- 
eignty and equality In all things 
with the mother country. 
They are autonomous communi- 
ties within what has been des- 
ignated as the British common- 
wealth of nations. England can- 
not distate to them In any way; 
she occupies exactly the same po- 
sition as do they. Common alle- 
giance to the crown is what unites 
them. 
Such Is the problem with which 
young King Edward- must strug- 
gle in these parlous times, when 
nationalism Is the slogan of the 
universe. His father, to be , sure, 
had the same problem to handle 
but only far a few brief years 
and those lying within the rlch- 
.ness of his long experience of 
diplomacy. 


Where Answer Lie* 
How can the new king achieve 
the goal of continued unity? The 
answer lies In the soundness of his 
own intuition, which must tres- 
pass on the realm of genius: in 
his personality and persuasiveness 
which fortunately are supremely 
good; In his sound common sense 
in selecting governors general and 
other advisers who will not go 
wrong. 


The British people hold It for- 
tunate that Edward comes to the 
throne with 
better 
all-around 
training than any previous heir. 
He lacks some of the knowledge 
and experience which his father 
had gained through his active 
three score years and ten. but 
the son has a more 
intimate 
first-hand acquaintance with the 
many peoples under his rule than 
had the father. Edward, as prince 
of Wales, visited virtually every 
part of the empire, and many 
other countries as well—a priv- 
ilege denied George V. 
Knows Many People Personally. 
Edward Is personally acquaint- 
ed with thousands of people, rep- 
resenting all classes. In each of 
his dominions. He ha* studied 
their lives and problems at close 
range: he knows the outlook and 
ideals of the various peoples. No 
other person knows the empire 
as does he. This, In Itself, ,1s an 
invaluable asset. 
But beyond that, he has echlev- 
ed the distinction of being called 
the best liked young man In the 
world. Whether that designation 
Is warranted or not. It Is a fact 
that people like him instinctively. 
They are captivated by his fa- 
mous smile, his gracious manner, 
his alert mind, and his unfailing 
thought for those In need or dis- 
tress. 
Prince Charming Is what 
the world has called him, and 
that speaks for itself. 
May Wield Great Power. 
The second great role which 
Edward will play will lie In that 
Indefinable 
Influence 
which 
he 
may exercise on his cabinet and 
Its 
policies. 
Theoretically 
the

ANNOUNCED TODAY 


FIVE NATIONS" 
CONCLUDE 


AGREEMENT FOR DEFENSE 


SHOULD ITALY ATTACK

—The League of Nations 
announced tonight the con- 
clusion of a mutual assist- 
ance pact between Great 
Britain, 
France, 
Turkey, 


Greece and Yugoslavia, to 
operate if Italy attacks any 
one of them. 


Shortly before the League com- 
mittee of 18 had voted to create 
a special committee to decide upon 
the practicability of «n oil sanc- 
tion against Italy. 


An Italian spokesman said Italy 
planned to protest to the League 
against the Mediterranean mutal 
assistance scheme, put through at 
Britain'* Initiative. 


The League announcement was 
in the form of a memorandum 
from Great Britain officially de- 
claring that the mutual assistance 
arrangement had been concluded. 


The memorandum said that the 
replies from France, Greece, .Tur- 
key, and Yougoslavla left no doubt 
that these nations were ready to 
apply faithfully all obligations un- 
der the League of Nations cove- 
nant In consequence of the sanc- 
tions taken against Italy. 


League 
officials 
said the oil 
sanction action decreased the like- 
lihood that an embargo, on oil 
would be declared against Italy. 


Plainly alluding to the United 
States, Maxim Lltvlnoff of Russia 
opposed the suggestion that the 
oil committee should meet next 
week on the grounds that the at- 
titude of countries outside the Lea- 
gue should first be determined- 
However, he was overruled. 
The Italian spokesman said the 
expected protest by his nation 
probably would criticize the Med- 
iterranean mutual assistance 
ar- 
rangement as contrary to League 
principles.

Previous to this decision, the 
council encountered a sensational 
Incident when Baron Fompeo AloUi 
of Italy protested againsta plan 
to transfer 75,000 Swiss francs to 
the sanctions committee to meet 
expenses. 
On the motion of Nicholas Titul- 
escu, of Rumania, It was duu'dcd 
the appointment of the committee 
of experts did not alter the pre- 
vious decision that sanction against 
Italy on oil «md • other products 
could be Imposed as soon 'as the

HOUSE COMMITTEE 
REFUSES INVALIDATE 


NEUTRAUTV FORCE 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—(ffV- 


The house foreign affairs commit- 
tee today turned down a proposal 
that the administration's perma- 
nent neutrality bill be made inap- 
plicable to Italy and Ethiopia. 
The proposal had been urged in 


some quarters on the grounds that 
"the rules shouldn't be changed in 
the middle of the game." 
Chairman McReynolds (D-Tenn) 
said a few minor amendments were 
to be considered by the committee 
tomorrow before a formal vote on 
sending the measure to the house 
floor. The committee passed a ma- 
jor point of controversy today when 
It finished shaping a section to 
permit discretionary embargoes on 
war materials. 
The most Important alteration 


made by 
the 
committee so far 


would in effect, exempt a Latin 
American nation, at war with a 
non-American country, from pro- 
visions of the legislation. This was 
described as recognition of the 
principles of the Monroe Doctrine. 
The bill still would apply to con- 
flicts 
between 
Latin - American 


countries. 
A committee member said tho 
vote was 12 to 8 against exempt- 
Ing present belligerents with a few 
democrats and all republicans pres- 
ent favoring such exemption. 
Intended to replace the tempo- 
rary neutrality act expiring Feb. 
29, the bill would allow the prasi- 
dent to impose embargoes on above- 
normal exports of materials :hat 
could be used for war purposes. It 
also would place mandatory em- 
bargoes on shipments of arms 'ind 
Implements of war. 
It would halt loans or credits to 
belligerent governments, except In 
amounts deemed necessary to carry 
on business of normal proportions. 


The neutrality question was kept 


to the fore on the senate side by 
demands of Chairman Nye of the 
munitions committee for addition- 
al funds to complete an Investiga- 
tion into the reasons why America 
entered the world war. 
Nye told a group of women dele- 
gates to the national conference 
on the cause and cure of war that 
"a terrific public demand" would 
forces completion of the invest- 
igation.

4. Exempt voters moving Into 


another precinct or ward, must 
present their certificates to the 
collector for endorsement showing 
the new residence. 


6. Exempt 
voters .moving Into 


another county must secure a new 
exemption certificate in that coun- 
ty before February 1. 


Cities Less Than 10,000. 


In cities of less than 10,000 In- 
habitants and In rural districts: 
1. Only those voters exempt be- 


cause they were not '21 years of 
age on or before January 1 of the 
year for which'the levy was made 
and those who have moved Into 
this state after said date are re- 
quired to obtain an exemption cer- 
tificate. 


2. Certificate holders of 
these 
classes moving from one precinct 
to another must present their cer- 
tificate to the tax collector for 
endorsement showing the new res- 
idence. 


3. Such a certificate holder mov- 
ing into another county must pre- 
sent the certificate to the tax col- 
lector of that county for re-issue 
or registration and endorsement at 
least 20 days before any election 
at which he expects to vote. 


4. Exempt voters living outside 


a city of 10,000 inhabitants who 
are permanently exempt from the 
payment of poll tax need not ob- 
tain 
exemption certificates,

may continue to vote as they have 
In the past. 


5. Young people who are now 21 
years of age and those who may 
become 21 years of age during the 
poll tax year, should obtain their

Talk persisted despite the coun-

signature of the applicant 'and 
discloses an intention to claim the 
benefits of the act, If death oc- 
curs after application Is filed but 
before .receipt of bonds, the bonds 
will go to the estate of the vet- 
eran. 


Q.—What happens after 'bond 


applications are filed? 


A.—The 
veterans 
administra- 


tion will certify to the treasury 
the amount of $50 bonds due a 
veteran. The amount will be the 
full :1945 maturity value of the 
certificate 
minus the 
principal 


of any loans outstanding against 
it and any unpaid Interest ac- 
crued prior to Oct. 1, 1931.' If a 
veteran 
owes any 
interest 
for 


loans after Oct. 1, 1931, it is can- 
celled. 


Q.—Suppose 
this 
Interest 
Is 


owed to a bank, not to the gov- 
ernment? 


A.—The 
government 
assumes 


the obligation, paying off the in- 
terest. 


Q.—When do I get my bonds? 
A.—As soon as the treasury can 


print them and mail them in ac- 
cordance with certification from ' 
the veterans administration.' 


Q.—What can I do with them 


after I get them? 


A.—Any time after June 15 next 


the holder can take them to a 
local postoffiee and cash them 
in full or in part. Banks will not 
caah them because they are spe- 
cial bonds and are not market- 
able, 


Q.—Suppose I do not cash them 
right away? 


A.—You will get 3 per cent an- 


nual Interest until 1945, but if 
you cash them the 
first 
year 


after next June 15 no Interest 
is paid. 


Q.—Can a creditor of a veteran 


get possession of the bonus? 


A.—The bill says thoy are not

WASHINGTON, Jan. 
23.—(/P)— 
Secretary Wallace was called be- 
fore the senate agriculture com- 
mittee today to explain the new 
administration farm bill endowing 
him with wide power to pay farm- 
ers to use land scientifically and 
control production. 
• Already some senators, includ- 
ing such a friend of the measure 
as Norris 
(R-Neb.), had taken 


the view that the legislation was 
unconstitutional as tested by th« 
recent supreme court decision out- 
lawing AAA. 


But Senator Bankhead (D-AIa.) 


who introduced the measure in 
the senate while Rep. Jones (D- 
Tex.) was offering it in the house, 
argued that no one could show 
any damage under it and 
thus 


hone of its opponents could get a 
legal foothold to carry a fight 
to the courts. 


He also pointed out that the 


government would mak'e no con- 
tracts with producers. 
AAA pro- 


duction 
control 
contracts were 


Invalidated as part of an illegal 
plan to purchase compliance with 
a system designed to regulate ag- 
riculture. 


The legislation, which is In the 


form of amendments to the 1935 
soil conservation act. would enable 
Wallace to pay producers for de- 
voting 
certain acreage 
to 
soil 


building crops or to prevention of 
erosion. 


Payments also would be based 


on the farmers' acreage of crop 
land, or upon changes in the use 
of their land. 
Wallace also could 
grant subsidies on the portion of 
crops required for domestic con- 
sumption.
